Christie and Jeff 
are seniors who have served for four years 
while Mimi, Ginger, Milissa, and Liesa are all 
two-year member sophomores.

LeMaire Plays 
Santa In September

The mail does go through, but this time it 
was in spite of the Post Office. 

In mid September, the Postal Service 
received a letter addressed to "Monsieurle 
Maire" with the only address being Kansas 
City, Missouri. Unknown to Postal Service 
employees, this letter was an attempt by a 
French man living in Quessy Centre, France 
to locate his brother, Henri Renaudin. The 
two brothers had been separated since 1928. 
Mr. Renaudin's brother knew only that Henri 
lived in the Kansas City area and so addressed 
the letter to the Mayor (Monsieurle Maire) of 
Kansas City. 

The Postal Service, not knowing French, 
attempted to deliver the letter by sending it to 
Avila’s Dr. H. Paul LeMaire of Lenexa, Kansas. 
The Post Office also stamped the letter with 
this message: "Please advise correspondents 
or publishers of your correct mailing address 
and zip code." 

At first, Dr. LeMaire thought the letter was 
an attempt at correspondence by one of his 
old friends from France where he had lived for 
two years. After reading the letter, however, 



he immediately understood the Postal Servi- 
ce's mistake. 

Most people would have merely returned 
the letter to their mailman but not Dr. LeMaire. 
"I knew the Mayor couldn't find Mr. Renaudin 
so I picked up the phone book and found Mr. 
Renaudin's name right away." Dr. LeMaire 
called the brother who lived at the boundary 
between Kansas City and Claycomo and for- 
warded the letter to him. 

At first, Henri Renaudin was surprised by 
the letter as he has been living in the United 
States for over fifty years. Then he became 
interested and decided to locate his brother in 
France. Because his brother is paralyzed. Mr. 
Renaudin and his American wife made the trip 
to visit him. 

The reunion of the Renaudin brothers must 
be largely credited to Dr. LeMaire's interest in 
getting the letter to the right person. Without 
him in this instance, the Postal Service could 
not have carried out its job. 

Students Prepare For Dominican Trip 

Some of the students going on the Easter 
break Dominican Republic trip sponsored by 
the biology and history departments have 
formed a campus organization to help them 
fund the trip. The group is the Student T ravel 
Society (STS) and its purpose is to help stu- 
dents raise money for educational field trips.

Spend Easter 
In The Caribbean! 

The biology and history departments are 
sponsoring a field trip to the Dominican 
Republic over Easter break next semester. 
This trip is offered to all students and can be 
taken for history credit or biology credit. 

The Dominican Republic is a small country 
which occupies half of the island of Hispani- 
ola located in the Caribbean. The other half of 
the island is occupied by Haiti. Since Hispa- 
niola is a tropical island is the Caribbean 
which includes two countries with ancient 
and very differnet cultures, both biology and 
history students will find many places of 
interest. 

Because it is an island, Hispaniola is 
expected to have numerous and unique organ- 
isms that are different from those encoun- 
tered on other field trips. The biology group, 
led by Bob Powell, will be looking for snakes, 
lizards, amphibians, birds and plant and flora 
and fauna different from that found on the 
mainland. There will be fewer mainland organ- 
isms on the mainland and more that are 
endemic. Some reasons for this are the 
numerous biotic regions on the island, the 
relatively large size of the island, and the iso- 
lation the island has experienced. 

While the biology group is galavanting with 
nature, Sister Martha’s history group will be 
doing some exploring of their own. Some of 
the sites of historical interest in the Domini-

can Republic include the Museum of Domini- 
can Man, the Palace of Fine Arts, the National 
Theater, the National Palace, the Botanical 
Gardens, and the Cathedral of Santa Maria La 
Menor, the first cathedral built in America, 
with its many treasures including the mortal 
remains of Christopher Columbus. 

In the Haitian capital of Port-au-Prince, his- 
tory students will enjoy visiting the Musee de 
Pantheon National which tells the story of 
Haiti from its discovery to the present. Also, 
they will have the opportunity to study some 
of the impressive collections of Hiatian art. 

Of course, there are other sites that will be 
of common interest to both groups. These 
include the beautiful beaches at Boca Chica 
and the rum distillery at Pedro Justo Carrion. 
The students will also have the pleasure of 
feasting on the authentic French cuisine and 
the Creole specialties which combine French, 
tropical and African elements. All in all, this 
trip promises to be a thrilling, adventurous, 
and educational experience.

It's hard to believe, but Christmas is just 
around the corner. There is only one more 
week of school, then finals, and then Christ- 
mas vacation. But even at this early date, the 
Christmas spirit is everywhere. 

It seems that at Christmas time the whole 
world is lovable— and for one or two weeks we 
DO love everybody— at school, home, work, 
wherever we meet others. 

Did you ever try to figure out the reason? 
It's really simple to understand. The reason 
we are so happy at Christmas is because 
we’re GIVING. We not only give material gifts 
but we also give of ourselves. And that makes 
us unselfish, taking the "self" out of "ourself". 

Some religious psychologists maintain that 
this loving, this unselfishness is the essence 
of what it means to be human. They also add 
that this is what it means to be holy. St. John 
says in his first epistle (4:2), "God is love,” and 
since we are made in the image and likeness 
of God, we are "love". Whenever we love, we 
are not only human, we are godlike, we are 
holy.

Then He capped it off by giving the greatest 
proof of human love. He gave His life for us. 

This is what our life is all about. This is what 
being human is all about. This is that Christ- 
mas Spirit.
